4.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  Town  Poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  repairing 
highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  make  appropriations 
for  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25.00 
for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$494.71  in  order  to  secure  from  the  State  the  sum  of  $3,298.04  to  be  ex- 
pended for  town  road  aid. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00 
to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
town  buildings.

to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Snow  Removal  and  Road  Equipment. 

1 3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $10.00  to 
purchase  flags  to  place  at  the  graves  of  our  veterans  in  Dorchester. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  admin- 
ister, lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  or 
mineral  rights  acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $300.00  for 
the  purpose  of  making  arrangements  for  use  of  a  disposal  area  for  garbage 
and  rubbish,  for  the  use  of  Dorchester  residents. 

1 6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester  a  Quitclaim  Deed  to 
Thomas  M.  Jackson  and  Gordon  S.  Jackson  of  the  premises  described  in 

a  deed  from  Webster  D.  Tibbetts,  et  al,  dated  January  10,  1968,  recorded 
in  the  Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  Book  1066,  Page  487,  in  order 
to  correct  any  defects  in  the  deed  from  the  Selectmen  of  Dorchester  to 
Webster  D.  and  Martha  B.  Tibbetts  dated  November  7,  1950,  recorded  in 
said  Registry,  Book  803,  Page  82,  and  to  ratify  and  confirm  said  sale. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100.00  for  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other  buildings. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 1,625.00  to  reconstruct  Bridge  No.  109/151  on  the  Rocky  Branch  Brook 
near  the  Charles  I.  Walker  residence  and  approaches  thereto,  and  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  set-off  against  said  sum  such  amount  as  remains  in  the 

1 973  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  and  such  additional  sums  as  may  be 
received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  said  Act  during  1974  with  the  balance

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  contract  for  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  such  financial 
aid  as  the  Town  may  now  be  entitled  to  receive  or  hereafter  become 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  Federal  Disaster  Assistance  Administration. 

22.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors  or  committees  heretofore 
chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

23.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

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REPORT  of  the  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  and  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every  town, 
city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  warden.  Anyone 
wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for 
cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between  9:00  A.  M.  and  5 :00  P.  M. 
unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden 
is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the 
Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with  72%  of  the 
fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  Bear 
is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from  the 
public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  hazards  of  playing  with 
matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand 
is  a  potential  forest  fire.
